Alſo in the 15. verſe of that Chapter, it is written, that there 
are ſeven wo that doe preſent or prayers : Which ts another 
horrible blaſphemy againſt Chrift, who onely doth preſent our

Scriptures that ay e called Apoeripha, 
he meaney that they ſhould not bee uſed for. the proving off any 
Dodtrine,, which cannot bee' proved out of he other Scri- 
ptures,which are the undoubted Word of God, 
Norbeethey but of uſe likewfſe for matter of Storic, c{pe- 
cilly the Bookey of the HMachabees ; which nevertheleile, 
are pot Ho teacha man cither to ſacrifice for the dead;or tokil 
himlclte. | .

ANSWER. 


To thinke that this is therefore fabulous, becauſe the gallpf 
PP a filb is ſaid to be uſcd as a medicine for the cyes, is mors 
1,2:*'; thana wiſe man willbe forward to affirme. Phiſitians write, 
EY that dimb ſighted eyes arc cured by the gall of a ——_y : fo 
alſo, by the gall of a Turtle-dove. I havelicewile read that 
the gall of!a Cocke mixt with the juyce of Selandine and 
hony , being annointed on the eyes, reſtoreth ſight, The 
gall of a Gripe or Ramme is alſo uſed in medicine for the 
iame purpoſe. Andif the galls of theſe creatures be thus preci- 
ous for the eyes z why may Not the like yertue be in the 
of fome fiſh? I haye rcadit of the Tench, that hus ſlime is 
ſome things as medicinable as a falve; whereupon the 
Tench is comgaonly called the Phiſitian of other fiſhes, And 
although I want lcilure'to ſearch further , yet on the ſuddaine 
this I find , That the fat of freſh river fiſhes , molten and 
mingled with oyle and hony,, arc of great excellency for the 
clearcneſle of the eyes : and if the fat of ſome fiſhes, why not 
of ſome their gall? | 
I conclude therefore, that more happy is hee , who by his 
Ave: and induſtry , cn tind out the cauſes of things ,than he 
who is ſo ſingular as to account all fables but his owne fancies,

ANSWER, 


Youcare little for method, I ſee ; September clic had beene 
before Ofober, But tolet that paſſe, and come to the mat- 
ter in hand : Though I thinke no man bound to beleeve any 
further of this, which you tearme another lying fable, than 
himſclfe pleaſeth ; yet this is certaine, that the Scriptures 
themſelves declare how the Angels are {ent on Gods arrants, 
and have ſometimes appearcd not onely to puniſh the wicked, 
but allo to do good offices for the godly : as when Lot was led 
out of Sodops, two Angels came unto him and left him not, 
untill they had ſet him in Gafety. Nor was the Poolcof Be- 
theſda but moved by an Angell ; after which motion hee that 
firſt ſtepped in was healed, of whatſoever infirmitic he had. 

The Scriptures alſo mention, that the eAngelr are all mini- 
ſtring ſpirits, ſent forth to muniſter for them Who ſhall be heires 
flvaren Hebr. 1.14. and that the good Angels ſometimes 

t againſt the bad, Reve/. 12.7, and that they pitch their 
t:nts round about thoſe that feare God, P/alm. 34.7, The 
Scriptures (faith Saint eAuſtir ) plainely averre that the An- 
gels have ——_ both in vi ible ard palpable figures. Which 
ſaying of hus, is verified, even by that alrcady mentioned con- 
ccrning the Angels which came to Lot at Sodom : for Lox faw 
them in the likenefle of men, talked with them, and had try- 
all of the palpableneſle of their bodies, even when they put 
forth their hands and pulled him into the houſe ; if not alſo 
when they led ham out cf the Citic. An Angell of the Lord 
appeared likewiſe unto Gideon, inthe likenefle of a man, with 
a in his hand, Zwdges 6,21, And how CManoah and — 
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wite were inſtrued by an Angell, concerning the birth and 


education of their ſoune Sampſon, is recorded inthe thirteenth |. 


chap. of the ſame booke of Scripture. 

By all which it appeareth, that there is no abſolute neceſſi- 
tie, that this which you mention ſhould be therefore fabulous, 
becauſe an Angell was ſent among them : For the word 
Gyy4i &, is Nuncins in Latine, as you know, and that (in 
Jngliſh) is a Meſſenger. It comes from the word'417 552, 
which 1s 47:10, To ſerd: and therefore the word Angell is 
no name of Nature, but of Miniſtery or O ffice ; as is obſerved 
by the Fathers. 

And as for that whichis next, of the evill ſpirit being in 
love with the daughter of Ragwe/, I finde in the writings of 
{ome Au:hours that which 1 am ſure is nothing againſt it. And 
fir{t of all I ſhall mention that which is certaine ; namely,that 
ſome, both places and perſons, have beene haunted by evill 
ſpirits : and rhercfore it is not altogether improbable to think 
{ome ſuch thing of Saras bed and Chamber, The more un- 
likely is, that the evill ſpirit ſhould have liberty to kilt her ſe- 
ven Husbands : and yet wee know that the Devill hath had 
leave ſometimes to doe the like ; as in that (* ) example of 
To5s \ervants and his children (recordedan the firit Chapter of 
the booke of 105) is plainely manifeſt, 

But the molt unlike1s, that this evill ſpirit ſhould bee in 
love : a thing which comes ſomething neere to that interpre- 
tation which Zattantiws gives, of the Sonnes of God and the 
daughters ot Men, in Geneſis the ſixt, the ſecond ; namely,that 
they ſhould take them Wivcs, have carnall ation with them, 
and by that meanes bee kept out of Heaven and caſt to the 
Earth ; who thercupen became agents and officers for the de- 
vil] and his arigels, who were fallen long before. Now againſt 
this, Saunt Arti» comes with a firme belicfe : for though he 
i:cmes $0 yceld, rather than deny ſome ſuch thing concern- 
ing Devils, as I thallafterwards mention; yet he hrmely be- 
l:cves the contrary concerning Gods Angels, And as for de- 
\ 1s, Adichael Pſellzes atfirmecth (out F one Marks a great 
{) «moniſt ) that the watery and carthly Devils have ſuch bodies 
:5 are nourlthed live ſpunges with attraRion of humour, affic- 
110g alſo that they have Ccrtaine genitours, caſt forth {; perme,

fome things that the Devils had done in the ol4 time, A 
are (faith Zudovicws Vives) a people at this day which glory Com.in Aug,

and produce (by which I think he mcanes the Fairies) diverſe 
little creatures. The «£gyprians ſay that the devils can dnly ac- 
i carnally with Women, and not with Men. P latarch 
gocth further, and faith, T hat the Fables of the God's fignifie1 
there 


that their diſcents are from the Devills, who accompanied 
with Women in Mens ſhapes, and with Men in Womens. 
Whereto agreeth that which is reported of Aerlin, that 
hee was begotten of aſpirit. Nor is it but a generallre- 
port, and averred by many, cither from their owne tryall, or 
from others that arc of indubitable honeſtic and credit, as faith 
Saint Au#in ; that the Sylvanes and Fannes, commonly cal- 
led /ncxbi, have often injured Women, deſiring and acting 
carnally with them : And, that certaine Devills (whom the 
Frenchmen call Duſies) do contimnully practiſe this unclean- 
neſle, and tempt others to it, is affirmed by ſuch perſons, and 
with ſuch confidence that it were unpudence (as faith the

Had old Tebieknowne him to bee an eAneel, it is like &- 
nough he would have demeaned himſelfe otherwiſe : but tak- 
in2 be tobe a man as heſcemed, hee was more honeſt than to 

ſet him a worke for nothing. Nor in caſe this ſtory were as 
tru12 as could be, were it more at-fard for old Tobie to offer this 
» Angell wages whillt he knew him not, than it was for Gideon 
to preſent an e Angel witha Kid ; or for Lot toafford the An- 
gel; lodging ; or for Manoah to dreſle a Kid likewiſe, that the 
eAngell might cate : For Manoah, faith the Scripture, knew 
not that he was an «Angell, Tndger 13.16, Andas for the dog 
going with them, it 1s an uſuall thing for a dogge to runne a- 
broad with his Maſter : and (T pray) quarrell not with him, 
for feare hee bites you. Little reaſon is there that you ſhould 
bee troubled to {ze a man with a dogge at his heeles, except he 
were going intoa Church : But if you be of the Packe of Pra- 
cifians, you care as little to exclude your dogge from thence, 
Gen.:$,17. as youdoe to ſhut out your owne irreverence, An1 yet Jacob 
could fay, How dreadful is thi: place ! ſurely, it #9 no other than 
= the houſe of Gad, and the gate of Heaven. The Lord alſo ſaith, 
- -p - '32* Te ſhall obſerve my Sabbaths and reverence my Santtuary. And 
**.* mn the Prophet Malachie; If I (faith the Lord) be a Father, 
Where is my hononz ? If I le a Maſter, Where 1s my Feare ? And 
« does. -& jn the Golpell, 7t i Written ( faith Chriſt) that my Houſe ſhall 
LUKC 13.46. þre called the honſe of prayer ; but yee have _ it a denne of 
T heeves : Thus twas then, And I would to God it could not 
{in ſome fort) bee as truely faid, that Gods Honſe is by many 
made no better ſtill thana deane of Theeves : whercinthey 
ro him of his ſervice, and arenot againſt the reſpe& which 
15 done there to themſclves, giving none at all to him before 
whom they cannot bee too reverent, but ſhould bow ( which 
116:,95-6- we commonly reade Worſhip,) fall downe, and kneell ; as the 
P {almiſt ipeaketh. 
Nor doth Saint Pal but fay That the Corinthians deſpiſed 
1Cor.!1 22, the Churchof God : for which hee prayled themnot. And as 
tor reverence to bee done to the Lord of Heaven and Earth, 
the ſame Apoſtle inſtruts the Hebrewes thus : Wherefore (faith

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us have grace Whereby Wee may ſerve God acceptablie, With ve- 
verence ard a godly feare ; For our G O D « aconſumimgfire.

Miniſt. Yes, Syrach of Jeruſalem had a fon whoſe name 
was /eſas, Eccl, 50.23. Alſo 19/owathe lon of Nm was c illed 
Ieſas, ras 7.57. and one of Saint P:wls teflow Labourers 
was called Jeſus, Col.4 11. 

C eat, Why doe the Biſhops make an [doll of the n-me clus, 
/y cauſing men to bow their bodies, and to put off their hat when 
it 1s read ? 

Ain. Becauſe they miſtake the Word of God, where it is 
wrtten, that at the name of Teſ#s every knee ſhall bow, both 
ot things in Heaven, of things oncarth, and ot things under 
the carth, Phil,2.10. 

Gent. #hat is the name of | eſus ? 

Ain. As by the name or our gracious King ( harles is 
meant, not the name (arles, (which is a common name) 
but the authority and power that God hath m him over all 
people within his owne dominions ; as when men are preſt 
to the Kings ſervice, they are preſt in the Kings name, that is, 
by vertue of authority and power trom the King : even fo, as 
by the name of K. Charles is mcant lus authority and power, 
; &T,

&c, So,by the name of Teſas ia meant the authority and pow- 
er, that. God hath given him over all things in Heaven and in 
Earth, and under the Earth. 

Gent. What us meant by things in Heaven ? 

Ain. By things m Heaven are meant the holy Angels and 
ſoules of the faithful, that have no kne:s. 

Gent. What us meant by things on E-1th ? 

Min, By things on Earth, are meant all mankinde living 
on carth, whether they be Ele or Reprobate. 

G nt, What is meant by things under the Earth ? 

Min. - By things under the Earih, are meant the Devils and 
d.,ymne1 ſoules in hell, 

Gent, What is meant by bow'ng o* the knee ? 

Min. By bowing of the knee 1s meant ſubjettion, Iſa. 4.5.23. 
and not bowing of the bo1y when the name } clus is rea1, as Pope 
Anaſtatius did comm:n4, Anno 404. 

Gent, What.is meant by bowing of every knee, of things in 
H-aven,of things on earth, and of things under the earth ? 

Min. Thereby is meant, that all the holy Angels and Saints 
in Heaven, and all mankinde on earth, and all the Devils an4 
damned ſoules in hell ſhall ſubmit themſelves to ( hri#t, and ac- 
phage, him to be Lord of all, and to kawve power over all, to 
ſarve ana condemne whom he will, 


You undertake at the firſt to ſpeake of things in the Com- 
mon-Prayer-Booke : but now I ſec you are tallen upon ſomc- 
thing elſe. His name (as-you fay) which firſt commanded to 
bow at the name of Jeſas, was Anaſtatius, a man I hope of an 
earlier date than either to be termed Pop: 20 way of deriſion, 
or to bee {lighted .or his care about this cuſtome, which the 
Ciurch was acquainted with along time before hee was ever 
Biſhop of Rome, Saint Hierom (in his Comment upon Eſ-y 
the 45. 23. which is the very textalledged by you, to bea te- 
ſumony againſt bowing ot the knee) ſpeakes oi it asno new 
thing in his time: for 1t is (faith hee) the caſtome of tha 
Church to bow the kneeto C 4/R 1 5 T; whichthe Jewes, 
ſewing the perverſencſſe of their minds altogether reſuſe 10 doe. 


Noting. 
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noting thereby, that it was ſo farre from being new, as that it 
was come to bee one of the Churches cuſtomes. Zarchy 1s 
able to ſay, that the uſe is ancient. Nor do menof great read- 
ing but affirme, that it was uſcd in the time of Aris; which 
muſt needs be in the Primitive times, becauſe eAriue was be- 
fore the firſt Councell of Nice, Nor might it but bec uſcd 
ſooner, if wee calt an cye to the ſcoffings of the Jewes : For 
the ewes began to ſcofte and mocke at our Saviour, in alluſion 
to his name, even when he ſuffered ; and have ever {ince deri- 
ded the Chriſtians with their crucified /e/us. Thus the chicfe 
Prieſts mocking him, with the Scribes and Elders, alluding to 
kis name Jeſus, faid ; He ſaved others, himſelfe he carmot ſew, 
M.th, 27.42. And (as Marlorat ſpeaketh) The fewes in 
[corn and deriſion to this day cal owr Saviour not Jelus,b#r Jchu, 
which With them ſignifieth only ſome common and contemptible 
fellow. 

As then the name /e/as is that name in which he was dert- 
ded, and which they abuſe by their chopping and = 
that they might thereby abaſe our Saviour, and with whi 
they flont usfor our faith ; fo is it that name in which he muſt 
bee honoured : The Father hath aſſigned ſo much unto him, 
and wee are bound to attord it as a part of his reward for the 
death of the Croſſe, His perſon (wee know ) istaken from 
us ; but his Name he hath left ſtill with us : And as his Perſon 
for ſuffering is crowned with honour and glory, Heb.2.9, So 
mult his Name be ſofarre exalted, as that at the Name of leſus 
every knee mu#t bow, Phil.2.10, 

And thus will your fagurative expoſition be nothing worth, 
though illuſtrated by a compariſon of things done in the Kints 
name : For at the name of Jeſas is meant eſis named, to 
whom we bow when we heare him called by that name, For 
though his Perſon bee exalted and fitteth at the right hand ot 
Cod ; yet his Name, in which he was deſpiſed, is not exalted 
by usas it ought, except we allo reverence his Perſon upon the 
ment1.ning of that name, which (od hath given him to bee 
rang, every Name, that at the Name of eſs every knee ſhould 

o'r, 
Where is th. n the Idoll wt you ſpeak of ? it would trouble 
you (fure) to finde it out ; and therefore that calumnic was 


ctther 


hu, 
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either ignorantly caſt upon the Biſhops, or maliciouſly to 
bring upon them the greater Od/#m, ovloquie,contempt, and 
{corne. 

But others you fay were called 7e/#-,as well as our Lord 
Saviour : true, ſome others have had thatname givenithety y 
human - impolition,but not as given to ow Redeetiter by God, 
with acommand of hisadoration : Ther's none of them that 
could cither doe that which hee did, or be ſaved but by him ; 
and mult therefore fo religne this name to him,as that he beare 
it witha maine difference from them all.

Nor may them in Hell bee excluded : For thongh it bee a 
torment to them to teltihe either reverence or ſubjeRtton; yet, 
ſceing Chriſt mnt Reigne till he have put all his enemies wn- 
der his feet, they ſhall (whether they will or no) be brought 
unto it : a proofe of which afſertion is in the foureteenth 
chapter of the Romans, at thetenth and eleventh verſes. In

of } clus every hyee ſpall bow, both of things in Heaven, of things 
on Earth, and of things under the Earth, arenot unfitlie ſaid: 
to bee a Prophecie, which by many Chriſtzans is tulfilling in 
this life here on earth, by blefled ſpirits and Saints is ed 
in Heaven, and ſhall tully be accompliſhed in the day of judg- 
ment as Maſter Ca!vis very well obſerveth. © For though it 
bee a prophecie, wee muſt know that under CO

The errour of Tranſubltantiation we detelt as nuuch as you ; 
but may not therefore fall in with you in your trreverence. It 
the King ofter us his hand to kifle, we take it upon our knees : 
How much more whenthe King of Heaven gives us frigfanne 
in theſe pledges, on wham wee feede inoar hearts by Faith 
with Thankſurving. Anether reaſon is, becauleit is received 
in Prayer : and it men wllhe ruled by reaſon, they: willnoe, 
when they are to petition the King of Kings, omit ſuch a ge- 
{ture of humility, as kneeling is, being the mott futable for a 
man at his prayers, and for this cauſe we kneele at the Com- 
muntons receiving ; whereat wee both liftup thauk ull hearts 
unto God, for the death and Refurretion of Jeſus Chriſt : as 
alſo begge ot God, that by the merits thereot, our bodicsand 
{oules may be preſerved to everlaſting life. 

It wovld trouble you ( fare ) toderive our kneeling from 
the crrour of Tranſu>{tantiation : and therefore to no e 
doe you come in with the name of Pope Hozerize,and tell us 
of what was hatched at the Conncell of Lateras, If you were 
acquainted with Tertullians accipere + reſervare, you would 
be aſhamed to ſay that Pope Honorixe wasthe firſt that brought 
in kneeling. Adoration of the Hoſt was indeed broaght in 
by him, but not knecling without ſuch adoration in theaft of 
receiving : for they kneeled at the Sacrament m T ertmllians 
time ; and hee lived betimes, and was flonrithing about the 
yeare of our Lord 20v, which was 1020, yeares before the 
Councell of Zateran, But you thinke it a great matter I per- 
ccive, to ſet up a Shaw-foule to ſcare a foole : yet men ot wr 
derftanding will nd yon out, 

To ollow on therfore that of Teread, In the Primitive eimes 
were times of perſecution, when the chriſtians conld not meet 
ſo often as they would for feare of troubles : they had alſo 
their Station dayes, on which it wasnot lawfull to worſhip 
kneeling, In the firſt caſe they did accepere + reſervare, reccive 
this Sacrament !rom the hands of the Pricſt at Church in {eve- 
willy tony ie re yh comdter urgent 
as they t it fit for their comfort,that they m 
ET Ca tcs of fad- 


den and unexpedted danger : TO for that

were 
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were to overthrow the nature of the holy Sper and make the 
Communion to become a private eating. And fecondly,on the 
dayes of {tation,when they might not kneele,they rather choſe 
to forbeare the receiving and partaking of the holy Sacramen*, 
thanto take it ſtanding. Terrulkian therefore witheth them to 
come,though they might not kneele,and take it ſtanding at the 
Aitar; from whence they might bee ſuffered to carry ut home 
and cate it at their owne houſes kneeling. The Leper which 
came to ChriF, as Saint Marke reports, he kneeled ; and as 
vt. Zukehe tell on his tace : teaching us in prayer to fall down 
and kneele before the Lord our Maker. He that werthips God 
irrevercatly, ſhewes himſclfe not a Chriſtian, but a Manichee; 
who thought God made the ſoulc, but not the body. 

It 1s recorded of the Heathen, that before they began their 

Sacrifices, the Priclt firſt beheld the peoplg round about him, 
and demanded, 7's 75 /* 751%, Who 1s here, who is here ? 
20941 »< af, lay the people againe : meaning, eA company 
of good folkes. Intimating herevy,that if there were any there 
guitie to themſclyes of any toule offence, they ſhould depart 
as unworthy the ſight of thoſe rites or myſteries of their rel1- 
gion, which were thea to bee performed, And yet becauſe 
they uſcd to fit at their Sacrifices,7 er:wllian blamed them : For 
(cltecming them to bee Gods whom they worſhipped) they 
ought to ſhew more reyerence than to fit before them whom 
they-thought to bee Gods : and thereupon inferreth, ,2anto 
mags ſub conſpettu Dei wivi, Angelo a-lhuc ora;ionts aſftante, 
fattumiftu4 irreligiofiſſimum ef. Meaning, that if it weie ir- 
religious for them to it before their talle Gods, ſceing they c- 
{teemed them for true ones ; it would be more irreligious for 
as to doe the like betorethe true God indeed.

Xenophon and Pl:to were 
Echnicks, and ſtrangers from the common wealth of Iſrael; yeric- 
was no lictle beauty cotherraſtories to tell us how leafurely Cyrus 
in the one, and Socrates in rhe other departed hence, Abſolon had a- 
fuddain death, and how did Davidtherefore exceed in Jamentati-. 

Elibu ſpeaks of ſome which dy ina moment : we may there» 
fore beg of God to depart as Facob, Moſer, Foſhma, David , who had, 
not only reſpit to their own lives in peace; bur alſoto adde 
comforts and bleſſings to thoſe about chem.

Andyee ſhall be wnto me a kingdome of Prieſts , and an boly 
Nation, Exod. 19. 4,5,6. Ic tsalſo warranted by that of Saint 
Paul, in Hebr. 7.12. where (if you mark it) you ſhall finde that 
Pricfthood isnor taken away , but tranſlaced or changed onely:

in Ezekiel ,: T hey ſhall teach my people the difference between the holy and 
propbane , ch. 44- 23. andin 6 Ni. the 6 laſt verſes ; The Lord 
ſpake unto Moles ſaying , ſpeakwnts Aaron and to bis ſonnes , ſaying, 
Ox tbia wiſe yee ſpall blefſe the children of Iſrael, ſaying unto them : T he 
Lord bleſſe thee , and keep thee, T be Lord make bi face ſhine pon thee, 
and be grations wnto the : T be Lord lift up bis countenance upon thee, 
and give thee peace, And they ſhall put my name upon the children of Iſ- 
racl , and I will bee them: All which is till done by the Minifters 
of the Goſpell : they bleſle, they teach, they inſtruft, they rebuke, 
they reprove, they exhort, they conſecrate the Bread. and Wine ro- 
holy uſes, they offer up the Prayers of the people : nay more,they 
do as ic were offer Chriſt in a Myſtery , and ſacrifice him obje&ive- 
ly , by way of commemoration.

Apoſtle) to doe the whole Law, Gal.5. 3. Wherero agre*th that 
which the Scripture alfoſaith , That he who n4rves the nam: of ( briſt 
muſt depart from iniquity, 2 Tim. 2.19, Welavetherefore Sure- 
ties, whoarcexamined , not alrogether in regard of the Tntant , 
bur alſo in ſome reſpeR in regard of themſelves, that thereby ir 
may appeare, whether they be firto undertake tor the Childe for 
which they come to anſwer. For they be Sureries for the Chil./e, 
and in the name of the Childe they do promiſe and vow that which 
the Childe is afterwards bound to perturm, To which end is 
Confirmation after Baptiſme, that when Children come to the 
years of diſcretion, and have learned; What their Godfathers 
and Godmothers promiſed for them , they may then themſelves 
with their own mouths, and with their own conſent openly befure 
the Church ratifie and confirme the fame, and live by their own 
Faich : their Godfathers and Godmorners being in the mean time 
bound to teach rhem what a ſolemn Vow, Promiſe, and Profeſſion 
they have made by them their Sureries, who are not only ſpeciall 
witneſſes oftheir naming and receiving into the Church, as God 
faid to his Prophet, Fa, $.2. Burt are alſo undertakers and ſpeci- 
all monitours tor them. For if ( as the Apoſtle teacheth , in the 
1 Cor. 12. 25. ) there is to be no ſchiſme inthe body , bur that the 
members ſhould have the ſame care one for another ; then much 
more arethey bound , who ſpecially undertake for others. 

In the phraſe of ſome kind of men ( as our Hecker ſpeaketh ) they 
uſe to betermed wicnefles, as if (ſaith he  ) they came bur to ſte 
and teſtifie what is done. Ir favoureth more of pi-ty to give them 
their old accuſtomed names of Fathers and Mothers in God, where« 
by they are well pur in minde what affe&ion they oughtto bear to- 
wards thoſe innocents, for whoſe religious education the Church 
accepteth them as pledges, This there'ore js their own duty : 
Pur becauſe the anſwer which they make ro the uſuall den.ands of 
Ripulation propoſed in Baptiſme 15 not a” their own, the 
Church doth beſt ro receive it of them in that form which beft 
ſheweth whoſe the aft is.

It is written, Rev.1 4.9. that if any recesve bis mark on the forehead , 
and on the hand , he ſþ.ll drink of the win of the wrath of God , therefore 
ſome do keep their children unbaptized, rather then have then markgd 
with the mark of the beaſt.

By that figne made on our forcheads is intented that we ſhould 
be putin remembrance of char Chriitian warfare which every one 
baprizcdis to enter into, and to continue in unto the end,ifhe will 
be ſaved, Sce Rom. $ 1.1 Tim,6.1. Rewdl.2.10, 11. & chap. 21.7,8, 
So that we are not ſigned with the figne of the croffe in token of any 
ſuperſtirious matter, but of a matter moſt neceſſary : For chough 
we walk inthe fleſh, we donor warre after the fi.fh ; butare com» 
manded to fight the good fight of Faith, ro endure hardneſle as a 
good uldier of Jeſus Chriit, to be'ſtrcng in the Lord and in power 
of his might, ro put on the whole armour of God whereby we may 
be able to ſtand againſt the wiles of the Devill; and are taught noe 
to glory, ſave inthe croſſe of our Lord Jeſus Chrift , by whom the 
world is crucified untous, and we uno the world: noris it but 
written, that Michael and his Angels, fight againſt the Dragon and 
his Angels, Rezel.12.7. Andthercfore we are to acquir our (elves 
like men, and nuuſt confefſe the Faith of Chriit crucified , and malt 
take unto us the whole armour of God, whereby we may be able ro 
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withſtand in the evill day, and having done all to ſtand, Fph. £.13, 
Galat.6.14.1 Tim.6,12. 2Tim.2.7, &c. 

Now all theſe are main Chriſtian duties, and who { unfaincaly 
endeavoureth to keep them, needs not in any wile be offended ar 
the fizneuſed to put him in minde of them ; bur will rath-r thank 
God, that he is born in ſuch a Church, where noronly th- truc 
Chrittian life is raught by ronyue and pen, bur is alſo fignift-d by 
ſome ceremony , for ones more rcmembrance of the fame. The

Shee therefore uſerk this 
godly Ceremony of ſigning with the figne of the Croffe, for a good 
fignificatior, an1rranſgrefſ:th not, no more then thoſe in the daies 
of Joſhua, who built an Altar (for which they had no command in 
the Laiv of 1-ſer ) inregard they didirt (as do we ) for a good fig- 
nification, Se 7 ſh. 22.22, 

And whereas you tell us of the mark of the Beaſt: The mark of 
the Beaſt is ſurcly one thing; and the figne of the Croſſe, another. 
They are threatned with damnation which receive the mark of che 
Beaſt; Bur is an Infant therefore damned becauſe he reciverth ar 
anothers hand the fign of the Croſſe upon his forehead, and is no a- 
zent in ithim{elfnor able ro know eitherwhat's done or threatned? 
You ſhew your ſclte a proper Divine, I promiſe you; and would 
broack fach an inzquality in the wayes of God, as is utterly con- 
demned in his holy word.

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But I conclude this anſwer in the words of that worthy Hooker. 
There were(lai:h he )of the old YValentiwian Hereticks,fome which 
had Knowledype in ſuch admiration, chat co it they aſcribed all, and 
ſo deſpiſed the Sacraments of Chriſt , pretending that as Ignorance 
had wade us ſubjc&ro all mifery, ſo the full redemption of the 
inward man, andthe work of our reftauration, muit needs belong 
unto Knowledge on'y. They draw neer unto this error, who fix- 
ing w holy their mindes on the known neceſſity of Faith, imagin 
thatnothing bur Faith is necefſary for the attainment of all grace; 
Yer is it a branch of Beljete thir Sacraments are in their place no 
lefſe required then beliefe it ſelte.

ſaved, as Saint Pa#!to Timothy declareth : then ſurcly the Son of * 111-24, 
God, whocame to ſeek and to fave that which was loſt, and ro 
do the will of his Father, laid down his life in common for all , thar 
thereby a way might be made for all to attain unto mercy. Chriſt 
indeed gave his lite forhis ſheep, and laidirt down for his friends, 
but not for chem only : For He is the propitiation for our ſinnes , and 
not for ours only but for the ſins of the whole world,x Fob. 2.2. And well 
might he ſay he gave bis life a ranſome for many , and that bu bleod 
w 4 ſbed for many , who ſhed bis blood for all , and gave bimſelfe a ran= 
ſome for all, 1 Tim,2.6. Nor do we but read, that Jude was one 1 
of them ro whom Chriſt faid , Ay blood is ſbed for you , Luk. 22. 20. 1 
and yer J#44 was a Reprobate. To which agreerh thar of Saine 
Peter , concerning ſome who ſhould bring in privily damnable He- 
refies, even denying the Lord that bought them, 2 Pet.2.1. And 
faith another ſcripture, Of bow nwcb ſorer puniſhment ſhall be be 
t bought worthy , who bath trodden under foot the Son of God, and hath 
counted the bloadof the Covenant wherewith be wat ſanfified, an un- 
holy thing , and bath done «;ſpite to the Jpiri of Grace ? Hebr.10, 29. 
And in the ſecond chapter of che ſame Epiſtle , the Apoſtle faith ex- 
prefly , But we ſee Jeſus, who was made 4 /itth lower thenthe Angels , 
for the ſaffering of death , crowned with glory and hononr , that be by the Heb. 2.9. 
grace of God ſhould taſte death for every man ; And again, The Lord 
(faith the Prophet ) bath laid on bim the iniquity of ns all, Eſa.,53.6. 
AndI (faith Chrilt ) 5f I belifted up from the Earth, will draw all 
men wnto me, Job.12.32. And inthe2 Corinth. 5. 14, Chriſt djed 
for all, And in Tit. 2. 11. The grace of God that bringeth Salvation , 
hath appeared to all men.

And ſothe A- 
polile likewiſe meancth ; expreſly declaring , that we truſt in the li. 
vivg God , who #4 1he Saviour of all men , ſpecially of thoſe that be/eeve, 
I Tim.

The 
uſe whereof is not only appointed by Canon, bnr eftabliſhed by A# 
of Parlsament : as may be ſeen in the Rubrick intituled , Th: Order 
where Morning and Evening Prayer ſbak be wſed and ſaid, Which Ru- 
brickis ſet bet-re the beginning of Common Prayer : comprehen- 
ding alſo the Ornaments or Robes of Biſhops , as well as of other 
inferior Miniſters, All which were likewiſe in ue by Authority of 
Parliament , in the ſecond year of the raign of King Edward the fixt, 
and by like authority continued among us, evenevcrfince. 

Theoriginall of this white garment came not firſt from Popery, 
buc was uſed inthe Church of God long before..

Mar.16.5, which are te «ppeare for men in preſence of God #s Angels, if they were left 
rents their oron cheice and woulda chooſe any , could not eaſily deviſe a g ar= 

ment of more deceney for ſuch a ſervice. 

This then we ſee what little cauſe ther? is for any oneto ſcruple, 
cryourt, or raile againſt the (olemne wearing of this Veſtment, For 
mine own part, I ſhall better eſteem it thenever yer: yea, though 
it ſhould chance to be quite pur down, my thoughts will be evcr 
th: Game, in the mean time accounting themno other then turbu- 
lent croublers of the Churches quier , who ſhall (Il be obftinate, 
and upon no termes receive fatisfation, but perverſely provide to 
advance puritanicall humours ; which being once predominant, 


are like a naked ſword, ſharp, and unſheathed in a nad mans hands. 


But from ſuch as theſe, Good Lord deliver ws. 
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A frert her addition concerning a place in the XTI. Chapter of Tobie, as 
the IX. werſt, where it # written that Almes doe [ave from death, and 
purge away all ſmne,

un fay itis an Hyperbole, and ought fo be taken, leaſt other- 
wiſe we detra&t from the Blood of Chrift, ro whom ic belongerh 
to free from Sin and Death. . 
Others anſwer thus, that we muſt have recourſe to the rule, be- 
cauſe the dofrine of the Law withour Chriſt proficeth noching. 
Placent igitur Elcemoſyne Deo que ſequuntuy reconciliationem ſeu ju ſti- 
freationem, non que precedunt ; that is , Almes pleaſe God which follow 
| Reconciliation or Fuſti fication,not which goe befer it : This thus in che 
| book of the Concord of the Prince Elefours in Germany , aud of 
thoſe Divines which embraced the Aug»ſtane Confeſſion, Wherein 
* is further added, that Almes are the exerciſes of faith , which receives 
Remiſſion of ſinnes , which overcometh Death , whileſt it exerciſeth 
it ſelfe more and more , and in thoſe exerciſes gaines forces, There it is 
| alſo written, that the whole ſpeech of Tobie _ into, ſhew- 
eth thar Faith is required ro go before Almes. A#the dayes of thy life 
bave God in thy minae, And again, Alwayes bleſs God , and deſire of 
bim that be would dire} thy wayer. Now this is properly of ſuch a 
ones Faith, of which we ſpeake , which percciverh that it hath God 
appeaſed by reaſon of his mercy, and is willing to be juſtified of 
God, ſanftified, and ruled by him. Thus farre our of that booke, 
in the anſwer to the Papiſts , who cite certain places againſt us to 
» | provethat Faith doth nor juſtifie, andrhar we deſerve Remiſſion 
of ſinnes and grace by our Works. 
Do@u.r Falke,againſt the Rhemiſh Teſtament,denieth theſe words 
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© tobein the Greek rext of Tobie, Bur there is a place much like it, 

= in Dan.q 24. Seealſo Prev. 15.27. Prov. 16. 6. Luk, 11.41. and then

Firſt (faich he) in theſe places which have been 0bj-&ed, there 
is only m-ntion made of Almes: can the Romaniſts ſay that Almes 
alone have this force of redeeming finn<? If chey ſhould,then might 
4 | ebey readily be confuted by their owne Jefuite Maldenate, ſhewing 
from St. A«ſtzne , vhat no man will Gay that giving of Almes can - 
vaik 
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vaile forpurgation of finne, without faith in him (Chriſt) who is 
che authvur of alyation, And this doCtrine che Proteitants (they 
know) doe not miſlike. 

Secondly, the queſtion is, How then can Almes be ſaid co purge 
ſone? Whereunto their foreſaid ]cluite anſwereth , rhat it is ime * 
poſlible for Almes cocleanſe che loule trom ſinne,bur co difpole ir. 
Which expoſition is that which we may ealily admit in his erue 
fence : for God diſpoſerh man unto faith and charity , and then is 
man diſpoſed and qualifcd to receive Remillion z as in che margent 
he noteth. 

Thirdly , their Biſhop F. eniws and Cardinall Bel/armine exa- 
mining, the ſame texr, report the excellent judgement of B :ſz/, who 
caught, that Almes of themsſel.es canmit expiate ſinnc; but tbe primor- 
diall cauſe us the mercy of God, whberchy men hve Redemption #11 all other 
4(tiens, 

Well chen, without any further ſearching into Authours, thus T 
conclude, that Almas are the freeits and exerciſes of faith, and well plea- 
ſing ento God, Heb. 13. 16, And for any one to make an outward 
ſhew of Religion,and ro talke nwch of Faith, bur praftile no deeds

is He beginning of Imparity among the Miniſters of the. 

= New Teſtament, was firſt laid by our Saviour Chriſt : and 
upon his pony as Churches were planted; the Apoſtles rai- 

_ ſed the fabricke of that 1679007 ne which in all parts of the 

= Churchthey left eſtabliſhed, before ſuch time as they left the 

os world. Onely Drorrephes maliciouſly prated againſt them, and 


{corned to acknowledge the tranſcendent power of their A- 

oſtolicali jurifd1Ation. Whereupon we read in the third Ep1- 
E] le which was written by S. John, that when the ſaid Apoſtle 
wrote unto the Church, this great Stickler proudly ftood out 
d againſt him. For I wrote unto the Church (laith he) but Dio- 


Fu trephes which loveth to have the preheminence among them, receiveth 
11 us not. Wherefore, if I come, I will call to your remembrance his deeds 
_ wh'ch he doth, pratling againſt us with malitions words ; and not 
a_ therewith content, neither he himſelfe receiveth the Brethren , but 
a forbidde th them that would,and thruſteth them out of the Charch. 

of But Diotrephes might have ſeen a manifeſt _—_— in olr 
oo Saviours owne choyceeven at the firſt, when he choſe twelve 
vill Apoſtles, and made them more eminent then his other Diſc i- 
me ples: for if the Seventy andtheT welve had been in all things 
od equall, Chriſt had ſurely mentiencd more Thrones then twelve, 


when he ſaid ; Tow that have followed me in the Regeneration, when 
the Sonne of man ſhall ſit in the Throne of hu glory , ſhall ſit upox 
twelve Thrones jwaging the twelve Tribes of Iſrael, Mat.19.28. 

It is true indeed, that even thoſe 70. were Miniſters of the 
Goſpel ; bat thoſe Twelve were as it were the Patriarches of 
the Church,and noted ſtill by an Article of eminence (as one 
worthily; ) : re, that is, the Twelve : for thus in Scripture 
we finde them mentioned. Theſe therefore were Stars (with- 
out doubt) of the greateſt magnitude : and in that regard , as 
when the viſion concerned the ſeven Churches of Aſia in par- 
ticular, it deciphers out the Angels thereof by Seven Starvres, to 
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note out the Governours or Biſhops there, as ſhall bee after- 
wards ſhewed ; So,when it concernes the Church in generall, 
the glorious woman is brought forth with a Crowne of twelve 
Stars upon her head,in honour of the twelve Apoltles, Rev.12.1 

It is recorded likewiſe in the firſt Chapter of the As, that 
when a place was void among the Twelve, by reaſon of the 
tranſgreſſion of the traytor Fd, another is eleted by the ca- 
ſting of a Lotto ſicceed him in his charge, which is in expreſle 
werds ſaid tobe a Biſhopricke, as atthe 20 verſe. 4 mw emozonly 
ery nefbor Erig® thats, And his Biſopricke let another take. 
Now the one of thoſe who were nominated or preſented here- 
unto that the choyce might be made, was ſoſeph, called Bar/a- 
bas, whoſe Sirname was In:ſtus : and hee (as Dorothens, in his 
Synopſis, A was one of the ſeventy Diſciples. 

Beſides, this is alſo true,that other of the Miniſtery had the 
holy Ghoſt ; but theſe were ſo eminent,as that they gave it.The 
proofe is plain in Philip the Evangeliſt, who (as the ſaid Au- 
ther ſaith ) was one likewiſe of the Sevenrre: for though hee 
preached, wrought miracles. (according to the extraordinary 
2i fts of thoſe times) converted and baptized the Samaritanes ; 
yet neverthelefſe till Peter and John came down and prayed, and 
laid their hands on them;they recetve not the holy Ghoſt,as 18 
expreſly written in the 8. Chapter of the Ads of the Apoſtles, 
at the 14,15,16 and 17 verfes. 

But proceed we further : the Apoſtles are ſtill carefull to doe 
the work for which they are ſert,they plant therefore Mother- 
Churches in Mother- Cities, they ordaine them Presbyters, and 
{o long as they themſelves take the chtefe care of thoſe Chur- 
ches,theybave go other Biſhops to govern themzno other wiſe 
then-in common: for even the whole company were inveſted 
with a kind of overſight inthe Apoſtlesabſence, whilſt things 
were mm fievi, though afterwards, when they were in fa#o, ſuch 
3S theſe were rather 0-75 7:5 then 290#575]-.; as 18 plaine 
enough,and needs no queſtion : but inthe mean while for this 
cauſe it was, that the name as yet was promiſcuonſly given to 
the whole Beneh of Presbyters, where the Apoſtles (tilt were 
head,and had ſet up none 1 particular above the reſt : An ex- 
ample whereof is in that of S. Part to the Phil:ppiany, chap. 1. 
verſ.x. andin fome place alto, where a particular Biſhop was 
appointed, 
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appointed, the name for a while is ſtill in common, as wee ſce 
in the 1 75.3.1. andin Titss chap.1. v.7. 

But itis not the name that we ſtrive "A ; the thing is that 
which makes the difference: for though the name of Biſhop was 
not ſuddenly appropriated to one more then another ; yet the 
thing it ſelfe was : 1inſomucCh that the Biſhoprick where the A- 
roſtles had ordained Presbyters,was ſtill to them in chicfe, un- 
till they began to ſet up,were out, or otherwiſe to with-draw 
upen oCcation of planting in ſome other parts of the world ; 
which when they did, h the name and office were then 
more neerly connected and diſtin : the office fully, and the 
naine as fully too, even quickly after. And (without queſtion) 
this not well obſerved,makes ſome tulke ſtrangely, and beſtirre 
them madly for a Parity ; urging upon us Scripture to none or 
little purpoſe. 

The firſt that was ſetled, was James, Biſhop'of [eruſalem,one 
of the Apoſtles,under whom & his Presbyters was the Church 
of Jeruſalem: his Deacon was S. Steven, as Ignatins Epiſt. ad 
Trall. qnentions. This was his peculiar charge, and for this 
Church they firſt provided before their departure from it. And 
when ſometimes after this, they have occaſion to come up thi- 
ther, James is mentioned as one ſetled there, Ga/.1.18.His name 
is put in the firlt place, becauſe that was his peculiar charge, 
Gal.2.9. which at verſe12. is more manifeſt; when S. Peter, ty 
the direction of 'S. /ames,withdrawes himſelf from cating with 
the Gentiles. We read alſo of S. Paul, how at his laſt journey 
to lerwſalem, hee went to James, where hee and his Presbyters 
were aflembled,and takes advice from him (becauſe of his ſet- 
led abode inthat place) how hee ought to behave himlclfe to- 
wards thoſe of the Circumciſion which beleeved, CA, 21.19. 

Afterwards (although not preſently) Timerhy and Zitws arc 
made Biſhops,the one of Epheſws, the other of Crete. 
And firſt he Timothy : he is conumanded to Charge the prea- 
chers of Epheſus, that they teach no other doctrine then was 
reſcribed, 1 Tim. 1.3.Now if Tiwmothy were but an equall Preſ- 
hg with the reft, who would not think how equally apt the 
reſt would be to bid him keep within his own compaſle , - and 
not to meddle with them? Nor doe we but read againe at the 
third Chapter, verſ.10. that he muſt examine the Debocepings 
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let them miniſter if they be found blameleſſe. And inthe next 
Chapter at the 13. verſe,heis charged both to command and 
teach And in the Chapter after this,at the 17. verſe, hee muſt 
ſee that the painfull Presbyters bee reſpeRively uſed, and libe- 
rally maintained. And at the 19. verſe,he hath power to cenſure 
111 deſerving Presbyters, but upon faire grounds: for hee may 
not receive an accuſation againſt a Pres>yter, under two or 
three witneſſes : and will any man thinke tht this could bee 
done without the power of a Iuriſdi&tion ? Then, at the next 
verſe, when he findes a Presbyter convicted by ſuch teſtimony 
aS aforeſaid, he may,he muſt rebuke him before all; that others 
alſo may feare. This made that Father Epiphanixs,hereſ 75.1ay, 
not onely that the 'Divine ſpeech of the Apoſtle teacheth who us a 
Biſhop, and who 1s a Presbyter, in ſaying to Tiwothy, Rebuke not 
an Elder : but alſo, Howconld a Biſhop rebuke a Presbyter if he had 
0 power over a Presbyter, Then, at thenext:verſe hee is ſtricy 
Charged to obſerve theſe things, without preferring one before 
another,and to doe nothing partially. A plain proofe againe of 
his power and authority over the reſt. And finally, in the verſe 
after this.he is forbidden to lay hands fuddenly upon any one, 
Hee had power therefere of the impoſition of hands,1nd to or- 
dain Presbyters: For the charge is particularly dire&ed to him, 
and not to them ; even as wee ſhall ſee it afcerwards in the 
Church of Crere,where the power of ordination is as peculiar to 
Titns,as here to Timothy ; and mn neither places committed to 
the Presbyters. This therefore made one ſay, that Their hands 
without Hi, will not ferve ; His without Theirs might. An 
Apoſtle did fo to him, (meaning to Trmorhy; and he a Biſhbp 
might doe 1t to ethers : For the Apoltle doth not ſay here, Lend 
thy hand to be laid on with others; but appropriates it as his cowne 
act,ſaytng even to him in particular, Lay hands ſuddenly upon ns 
man neither partake of other mens ſias. Bee there then what Preſ- 
byters there will, although the Biſhop (and fo is the praQtice of 
our Church) may joyne their hands to his owne ; yet that they 
alone without him can make a man a lawtfull Miniſter, 1s utterly 
denied : for a meere Presbyter, or many Presbyrers of them- 
{&Nes,did nevererdain others intothe holy Miniftery, And E pi- 
phanius gives the reaſon of it ; For how can it be ((aith he) that 4 
Prieſt ſhould create | qui poteſtatem imponendi manus nou habet 
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who hath no power of the impoſition of hands > Hierome himſelfe 
could ſay, Excepta ordinatione ; who being no faft friend to Bi- 
ſhops,may be the better heard withont ſuſpition. Quid entm 
facit E pi/copns cxtepta.ordinatione,quod Presbyter nou facit ?., For 
what doth a Biſhop,except ordination, whicha Presbyter alſo duth 

not? they ve his owne words in an Epittle written to Fvagrins. 

And in the dayes of Athanaſius, when that worthy Hyſins was: 
alſo famous,there was one Colluthns (a certain Prieſt of Alex- 

andria) who tooke upon him to ordaine Presbyters : but the 

Church ina generall Councell,convented him, and pronoun- 

ced againlt hjs ordination, that it was no other then a meere 

Nullity. Quo patto igitur Presbyter I{chyras, aut quo tandem au- 

thore conſtitutns ? nunquid ſcilicer a Collutho ? faith Athanaſins in 

his ſecond Apologie, ſchyras was no Prieſt, becauſe ordained 

by Colluthus. He is rretice not onely oppoſed whilſt hee had 
the holy cup 1n his hand ; but even develted afterwards of his 

pretended orders, and with all the reſt which Col thxs under- 
tooke to make,put amongſt the Laicks, ranked in their order, 

and under their name admitted to the holy Supper. 

But ſome (perhaps) will ſay,that Pal and Barnabas in Act; 
13-3 teccived impoſition of hands by the Presbyters of Anti- 
och ; and therefore meere Presbyters may oraaine. No ſure, ne- 
ver a jot the more for this. Impoſition of hands was tor more 
cauſcs then one : both Pax/ and Barnabas were inthe Mimſtery 
before this; and therefore by that which was now done, they 
received not their conſecration into holy orders. Itmay rather 
be ſaid,that Pax! had his ordination from Amnarias , a certaine 
Diſciple of Damaſcus; becaulc he (before this) came and laid 
his hands upon him,as we readin At.9.17. But neither was 
this to ordaine him into holy orders, in regard that his calling 
was immediate; and therefore faith he to thoſe of Gzlatia, that 
he was an Apoſtle not of men neither by man,but by Ieſus Chriſt,& 
God the Father,Gal.1.1. And to the Corinthians, That he was not 
inferior ts the very chiefe Appſtles ; as he hath likewiſe told us in 
the 2.Cor.12.13. What then? It is true that God gave extraor- 
dinary gifts in thoſe dayes,even to the healing of the ſicke, and 
curing of the diſcaſed ; in which regard S.Par/ being blirit 
through the bright luſtre of the viſion, is cured when Ananias 
comes &laies his hands upon himzand is alſo filled withthe ho- 
ly Ghoſt, which ſcemsto be for the ſtrengthening of bim after 
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his converſion, and for his ſettlement in Religion avd the faith 
of Chriſt : for weſce that it was done by the ſpeciall appoint- 
ment ef God, and not ſo much before hee went abroad to 
preach, as before hee was received into the Church by hely 
Baptiſme : yea,the whole bufineſſe was extraordinary,even in 
reſpe of the inftrument,who had an immediate diretion and 
an extraorinary gift, to doe in this all that be did,be it for what 
it will. And as for them at Antioch, they were not onely tea- 
chers, but Prophets by whom the Holy Ghoſt declared like- 
wiſe that they mult —_— Barvabas and Saul from the reſt 
of the Miniſters or Diſciples there, and not now make them 
Miniſters ; that they were before : yet becauſe they muſt bee 
gone from them, and goe further abroad among the Gentiles, 
they ſolemnly commend them to the grace of God : for they 
fafted and prayed, andlaid their hands on them, and let them 
goe ; the expreſle words of the text : ſo that this may be ra- 
ther termed a Adanwmiſſion, then an Ordination. And all this 
while the way is plaine. 

But there is yet a place in the frſt Epiſtle to Timothy, chap. 
4. verſe 14. which is alſo urged to prove, that Presbyters may 
ordaine; the words being taken by ſome as if Timorhy recei- 
ved his conſecration into hely Orders by the hands of Preſ- 
byters. But if Saint Pax/ may be ſuftered to be his owre inter- 
preter, he afterward ſhewes us, that this was otherwiſe : for 
1 put thee in remembrance ((aith he) that thow ſtirre up the gifr of 
God which ts in thee, by the laying on of my hands, 2 Tim. 1. 6. His 
then were the hands that ordained Timerhy; and according 
thereunto is the charge that hee alſo gave to the ſaid Timothy, 
when he bade him Lay hands ſuddenly upon no man : there being 
no one word to invelt every ordinary Presbyter with the like 
power. What is it then? The text objected faith not, Neg/ett 
not the gift that us in thee, ec. by the impoſition of the hands of the 
Preſbyters ; nor by the impoſition of the hand; of a Preſbytery : but 
by the impoſition «of the hands of Preſbytery ; that is, by the laying 
upon thee the hands of Oraination, termed the hands of Preſsyce- 
12 or Prieſthood, becauſe that's the ofhce into which the party 
ſecrated is then ordained : more then which cannot bee 
fairely gathered thence, eſpecially ſeeing the Apoſtle doth 1a 
cicarly put the matter out of doubr, by ſaying that his were the 

hands that ordained Timothy, as 1n that cl gage” wnnns 
ewed. 
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ſhewed. And indeed if Timethy were drdained by a Presby- 
tery, then by more then one : ber Saint Paw/in that other 
place hath ſaid;that his hands (and no othet) were mpoſed on 
him. Nor is this but granted,evenby Calvin himfelfe,to be the 
right ſenſe ofthe place ; as inthe foarth booke of his I»ff1tn- 
tions, at the third Chapter,is maniteit. 

Bur leaving Timethy, loske next at Titas : the large land 
of Crete is exprefly cortimitted to his peculiar charge,in which 
were many Cities, and he exprefly {aid to be ſet over them all, 
no mention being made of any other. For, For this canſe left 1 
thee in Crete, that tho ſhouldeſt pat iv order the things that are 
wanting, and ordaine Preſbyters meyery City, as 1 appointed thee, 
Tit.1.5. 7TiHt#s Was therefore a Biſhop at the leaſt, and hath the 
power of Ordination ; as in this firtt teſtimony is more then 
manifeſt. Beſides, it is to Tirxs that the authority is given to 
ſtop the mouths of falſe teachers, and to convince them (harp- 
ly that they may be ſound in the faith, verſe 11.13. And again, 
upon himis the charge laid to reje anheretick, after he had 
beene once or twice admonithed, as in the third Chapter, at 
the tenth verſe. So then, though the Dioceſſe was large, and 
the Clergy numerous, yet he 1s in power above them all. ders 
Miniſterium, ſed ai m_—_ poteſt as. 

But come we next to the Seven Churches of Aſia, which are 
ruled by their Seven Angels,although at the fame time they had 
in them their other Paſtors. All (as one ſpeaketh) were An- 
gels in reſpe& of their Miniſtery ; one was the Angell im re- 
=_ of his fixed ſuperiority. Fer the Apoſtles that planted 

hurches in Cittes, left them to one Biſhop ; and the rule is 

according to Gods word, that there be one Angellte watch 
overthe City and Country belonging to it : and fo we lee it 
herein theſe Seven Churches, where each Angell anſwers for 
the whole City,as one Temple committed to him. And there- 
fore (as is worthily avouched) the Pope that will be over all 

Cities, and Diotrephes that will be under none,t hat is, he who 

rejes equals, and he that receives no ſuperiours, are equaily 

ptond of an unjuſt preheminence, 

The evafion which ſome have ſought,is very poore ; to one, 
that is (fay they) to more ; To one Angel, that is colleively 
to more Angels then one. But to what purpoſe 3s it to infiit 
any where upon propriety of ſpeech, if a man may as he =” 

ern, 
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ſeth, take fach a lawleſſe hberty of conſtru&ion :. for (without 
doubt) no more are the Seven Angels to be taken colletively, 
then are the ſeven Churches : of both which Chriſt himſclte 
hath ſaid, The ſeven Starres are the Angels of the ſeven Churches , 
and the ſeven Candleſtiches that thou ſaw:'ſt, are the ſeven Churches, 
Rev.1 20. And then afterwards,theſe ſeven Churches are like- 
wiſe named, both at the 11. verſe of that firſt Chapter, as alſo 
in the two next Chapters that follow, and{hewed to be theſe, 
viz. Epheſus, S myrna,Pergamus,ThyatiraySardr, Philadelphia and 
Lagdicea. - 

In a word, the approvements, charges and chalenges here 
made,are perſonall,and eaſic to bediitinguithed from the ſpee> 
ches directed to others of the ſame Church: as in ex1mple may 
be ſeen in that which is ſaid beth to the Angel and to them of 
Smyrna; where firſt the graces of that Angel are acknowled- 
ged, and then to thoſe of his Church is Rid, that the Divell 
ſhould caſt ſome of theminto priſon, and that they ſhould bee 
tried, and endure tribulation ten dayes ; wherein they are in ge- 
nerall premoniſhed of the perſecution that ſhould befall them: 
And then addrefling to the Angel of the Church in -particular, 
the ſpeech js to him in the ſingular,ſaying, Bee thou faithful unto 
the death. And ſo indeed he was ; for Polycarpus was then the 
Angel of Smyrna,and died Biſhop there, being crowned with 
the royall wreath of Martyrdome, about the yeare of our Lord 
170. which was 86. yeares after he began to be Biſhop,and to 
ſcrve God in that charge ; the head of this beginning reaching 
up to the yeare of Chriſt 84. which was ten yeares before $. 
Tohs received his Revelation : hee 15 poore 1n reading that ſhall 
deny it,and rich in wrangling that will not grant it, making 
thereby Irenexs and Ewſebins of no better credit then the hiſto- 
ries of Tom Thumb and Garagantua.Nor 151t but greatly worth 
the marking,with what an admirable conlſtancie that bleſſed 
Martyr continued faithfull,as Exſebixs largely tels the ſtory : 
by which (without doubt) he ſet a cleare Comment upon the 
Text,in ſticking fo cloſely to his heavenly admonition. 

I will inſtance in no more,although the like may be ſeen in 
ſome of the reſt; eſpecially in that which was faid to the Angel 
of the Church of Thyatyra, who (notwithſtanding theſe good 
parts, {ervices and graces which were commended in him) is 
not a little taxed in this;viz.that he ſuftered the woman Jezabel. 
For 
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For mark how the words run, Thos ſuffereſt the woman Teeabel, 
(who calleth herſelfe a Propheteſſe) to teach and ſeduce m py ſervants, 
&c. Now (as one worthily) were he but an ordinary Presby - 
terzunarmed with power, how could hee. help it ?. Or why 
ſheuld hee bee charged with what hee conld not redreſſe > A 
A little Braſſe,or Copper wellrub'd an4 furbiſhed, may glitter 
like gold; but here are more then ſhewes and probabilities of 
umparity _— Chrilts Miniſters, cleare teſtimonies of ſu- 

eminent and juriſditive power ; as from firſt to laſt,in theſe 

ew lines hath been truly made apparant. Epiſcopacie 1s there- 
fore of no other then Divine 1I»ſtiturion,and was firſt begun by 
our blefled Saviour in his twelve Apoſtles : 'it hath been conti- 
nued ever ſince by the governing of the Church with Biſhops, 
who arcin thisthe Apoſtles ſucceſſors, and to bee continued 
till the end of the world. He that ſhall deny it, . had need to 
looke better about him : for (ſetting aſide ſome prerogatives. 
— peculiar onely to them who were the firſt A- 
poltles) their calling could not bee extraordinary : for if it 
were, then how could Chriſt be with them yntill the end of 
the world ? But /s (faith he) I am with you alwayes, even unto 
the end of the world, Matth.28.26, 
}. Andnew after all this, I could further back the whole with 
teſtimonies of the Ancient : but the Scriptures are cleare &- 
nough without them. And yet,to give truth the greater luſter, 
I ſhall colle&t ſome few (beſides what of this nature hath been 
already) and briefly ſet them downe. 

S. Hicrom hall be firſt, who expounding theſe words in the 
44- Pſalm, namely, .that [n the ſtead of Fathers thow [i alt have 
Children,breakes forth into theſe words : Faerint (O_ Eccleſia ) 
Apoſtoli patres twi, quia pf te genuerunt; Nunc autem, quia i 
receſſerunt 4 mundo, habes pro his E :ſcopos ſilios : tha-, 1s, © 
Churththe Apoſtles wera th Fathers Jecanſe they begate thet: But 
wow becauſe they have left 4 world, thou haſt in their ſtead Biſhops, 
and they are ſonnes, The tame doth alſo S. Auſtin note upon the 
forefaid Palme. OQxideſt (faith he) pro patribus twis nati mnt 
tibs filis ? Patres miſſi ſunt Apoſtoli; pro Apoſtolis filii nat [tan te 
bi, conſtituti ſunt Epiſcepi. S, Hierom-againe Catol. Script. 
Eccle/. Epiſt. ad Evagr. Com.in Marth. in Proem. + in Prefas. 
in Marc. (though no faſt friend) hath left recorded, that Bt- 
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hops in Alcxandris began whillt many of the Apoltlcs were 
alive; bs E. Peter and, $, Paxl,S. James and S. Marky: which laſt, 
1 mean $S. AZark:, is by the confeſſion of the ſaid Father,grane 
cd to be the hrit Biſhop there. | 

Saint Ambroſe could ſay,upon Gal. 1+ 18. that S. Paxl faw 
fames at lerufale 1,becaufe he was made Biſhop of that place 
uy the Apoſtles. So alſo faith Enſebius, 11 his ſecond booke of 
Ecclefiaſticall Hiſtory, atthe farſt and 23. Chapters, 

Irencrs (aith, in his third Booke and third Chapter againſt 
Hereſics, that he could reckon who were Biſhops from the 
Apoſtles to his owne times. 

'Enuſebins is able to doe the like; and in expreſſe termes ſaith, 
that Timcthy and Tiras were the firlt Biſhops of Ephe/ns and 
Crete, Eccle/. Hift.l.3 £.4. 

The ſubſcriptions at the end of two of S. Pas/s Epiſtles, have 
alſo faid 1t : and though no part ofthe Text, yet of age cnougiy 
to beare witneiſe with the reſt. 

But come we to [gnatins,a man who was not onely one of 
S. ?obms Diſciples,but a faithfull Martyr, and one that had like- 
wiſe ſeen Chriſt ih the fleſh: and he, in his firſt Epiſtle, faich :

Quid 
vero Diaconi quam imnritatores angelicarum Virtutuwm, prev uns eff 
inculpatiims Miniſterizon illi miniſtramtes ? Meaning ia the gene» 


rall,that a Bifhop is ſuperiour to his Bench of Presbyters; they - 


next to him; and the Deacons iaferiour to both. Lo then, here 
wee have three orders, which hee likewtſ{c ſheweth a little 
before; and eſteemes them no better then out of the Church, 
who will not obey their Biſhop 1a the firft place, and then the 
reft accordingly. Alſo in his Epiſtle a4 Magneſios,he rejoyceth 
in them that obey their Biſhop. Hee alſo ſaith, That neither 
Presbyter nor Deacom,nor Lay man , can doe any thing (viz. in 
matters Ecclefiaſticall) able their Biſhop. 

And 1n his Epiltle ad Fhiladelphenſes, enmoru men Al" T7 
T(65 Eu[eziwgh To; s drone 3.14 ft, Epiſcepo attendire, Prerbyte- 
115, Diacone, Obey your Biſhop, Presbyters and Deacons: 


And in the ſame Epiſtle a little after , weis mo xomewndir woiijres 


'Doe nothing without your Biſhop.

The like to which hewriteth to thoſe of Smyrna ? and inthe 
the fame Eyiitle faith, ke ſaw our Saviour Chriſt after his Re- 
\u;reRion. The ſame doth Saint Hierom alſo witneſle of the 
{ame Father,'n his Catalogue of Eccleſiaſtical Writers. And in 
the forefaid Epiſtle he willeth Thar the Layman be ſubjett ro the 
Deacons, the Deacons to the Biſhop, the Biſhop to Chriſt, as Chriff 
ro hy Father. And in his Epiſtle-to Polycarpus (the Angell of 
Smyrna) Let nothing (ſaith he) be done without thy minde ; neuher 
dee thou any thing without the m:1nde of God. And in his Epiſtle to 
the Epheſians, Sind:te ( dileft ) obedire Fpiſcopo, cc. Study (be- 
loved) to obey your Biſhop. Nor doth he but name who was the 
Biſhop of that Church then ; viz. neſimus,mentioned likewiſe 
in the Scripture. 

But I have done. And now, if this which hath beene ſaid, 
be not ſufficient to prove the D:wine right of Epiſcopacy, T mult 
for ever acknowledge the Starres to bee more glorious then 
the Sunne,and Glow-wormes to carry more fire and light in 


their tailes,then the greateſt flame : whichztill I want my ſen- - 


ſes, I will never doe. Yea, by this it appeareth, how wrong- 
fully our Dialogue-writer hath alledged, that there wore no 
other Biſhops then ordinary Preachers of Gods word, untill 
334- yeares after Chriſt : which falſe tenet wee may finde at 
the 27. page of his Buok. | 

And know moreover,that whilſt my anſwer to this prefent 
Dialogue of his,was at the Prefſe, there came to my hands 2 
new Edition of his book,containing ſttll the ſame things (ex- 
cepting ſome one or two left out) but here and there chopped 
and changed in their order from what they were in that 
which I firſt received, and i ingled likewiſe with a few 
weake Additions, and fcurrilous raili againſt the govern- 
ment of the Church by Bifhops,as Antichriltian,affirmung that 
they themſelves are Antichrifts, & that the Clergy ef England 
arelike thoſe of the Church of Laedicea,neither hot nor cold, 
but luke-warme : All which (with what elſe his new Edition 
hath affoorded) he might very well and wiſely have ſpared, 
untill he had found himſelfe fully able to defend his Wri- 
tings : which becauſe hee cannot, the reft will fall of it ſelte, 
without any further anſwer ; eſpecially ſeeing there is very 


little or nothing more then what will come within the com- 
aſle of this.
